As Mr. Green said in 
tho interview referred to some of thiso 
nowspniier writers "art^ much less inter- 
cvie.l ill seciiriiii; an luniest aihninistra- 
tion "1' pnlilic lamls tluui in injnrin.:,' 
tho Government," if we are tci jiulije by 
their statements. Tho action of the de- 
partment in ^:ivin^' tlie mite in iiucstion 
is t.i be commeniUMl as likely to brinj; 
jibout results 'benefu ial to I'rovincial in-

^settlers. Brielly stated the notice states

The anuonucement was 
then m.ade lli;it luireliiisers or pre-cnip- 
tors of lands wlios^.. payai« nl.s on their 
land wer«5 overdue, were liaible to have 
their filings or records cdncelled if the 
arrears were not paid within one year 
<ir that date— that is by .lune, t'JOU. As 
payments are spread over tive years, the 
notiee of June, ISm, npi>lied, therefore, 
to pre-einptioais aiid purchases made 
not later than 1804. Xow the Depart- 
ment inteuds to give effect to the uotice 
of 1S99. 

ffhere are ihnndreds of eases in the 
(Province where purcliasers and pre-emp- 
tors liave failed to comply with the ju-o 
visions of the law under wliich they en 
tered on their claims. In many in- 
fitauces these settlers for one reason or 
another liave abandonixl their claimS: 
which are now actmilly nnocoipied 
il'rei'ineillly other persons desire to file 
on these abandoned claims, but cannot 
do so b.ecanse the previous filings are 
not offlcially cancelled and the land open 
airaiii for entry. The result is that a 
very larire acreage is rendered unavail- 
able for settlement and the progress of 
■ the agricultural districts thereby retard- 
c<l. There is no intention of dealing 
harshly with bona fide settlers. Kvcry 
case will ibo carefully considered. In- 
deed the provisions of the law give the 
pi'c-emptor ain|)le protection. But it is 
not tho law and it is not in the public 
interests to allow hnndred.s of thousands 
of acres to lie waste because some ten 
years or more ago people filed on them 
and ofterwards. abandoned their hold 
inge. The action taken by the depart- 
ment is in the right direction and should 
be commended.
